“Ye  shalt  not  go  after  other  god*,  or  the 
gods  of  the  people  round  about  you.”  find's 
people  are  too  apt  to  become  subservient  to 
pleasure  and  selfishness  and  vanity  nnd  ava- 
rice. The  world  round  about  ns  exercises  a 
constant  baleful  influence  m»on  ns.  The  only 
protection  is  to  carry  God  in  our  hearts 
and  heads  and.  to  remember  that  while  H*‘ 
is  a loving  God  lie  is  also  a jealous  one; and 
that  Ill's  wrath  is  as  terrible  as  Ills  love 
is  tender. 

Moses  warns  the  Israelites  against  the  per- 
ils of  prosperity,  being  transferred  suddenly 
from  a wilderness  to  a land  flowing  with 
milk  and  honey.  No  danger  is  greater  than 
that.  Few  be  there  who  can  endure  it,  and 
they,  like  many  others,  were  verv  liable  to 
forget  the  Lord  who  had  guided  them 
through  the  dangers  of  the  wilderness  and 
delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  bondage. 
Apt  are  we  to  forget  in  the  day  of  pros- 
perity. Him  who  blessed  us  in  adversity 
and  Imndagc. 

“And  thou  shalt  tench  them  diligently 
unto  thv  children  and  shalt  talk  of  them 
when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house.,  nnd  when 
thort  walkest  bv  the  way  nnd  when  thou 
best  down  and  when  thou  rises!  un.  nnd  thou 
shalt  write  them  upon  the  nests  of  thy 
house  ami  upon  thy  gates.”  We  must-  have 
religion  in  our  home.  We  must  tench  the 
Bible  to  our  children  ami  do  so  diligently, 
nnd  we  must  talk  it  in  our  homes.  TTow  few- 
even  of  devoted  Christians  follow  the  com- 
mand of  Moses.  Not  often  is  religion  now 
a source  of  conversation,  and  few  homes 
there  be  in  which  the  Bible  is  diligently 
taught  to  children.  Wc  should  bear  God’s 
words  in  our  hearts  at  all  times,  ns  we  walk 
along  the  wav  with  business  associates,  as 
we  lie  down  at  nioht  and  ns  wc  rise  in  the 
morning  Tt  should  permente  our  whole 
life,  and  should  he  written  upon  the  doors 
of  our  homes  and  the  portal*  of  our  places 
of  business.  This  is  what  true  religion  is. 

“Mv  observation  of  cigarette  smokers  has 
confirmed  mv  belief  that  no  man  or  boy 
w-ho  is  a victim  of  the  cigarette  habit  can 
keep  himself  np  to  a high  mental  or  physical 
standard.  Cigarette  smoking  lead*  boys  into 
bad  company  and  a demoralizing  environ- 
ment. A New  York  City  magistrate  savs 
that  ninety-nine  out  of  a hundred  of  all 
the  lads  charged  with  crime,  from  misde- 
meanors to  bnrglarv.  have  had  their  moral 
sense  weakened  bv  the  poison  of  cigarettes. 
A study  of  thy  snbiect  of  cigarette  smoking 
convinces  me  that  it  has  a fatal  yfTeet  on 
one's  success  in  life.  When  indulged  in  to 
excess*,  it  destroys  the  ability  to  concentrate 
the  mind,  which  is  the  secret  of  all  aehieve- 
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meitt.  It  drains  off  the  physical  energy,  and 
saps  tile  vitality  and  force  which  should  he 
made  to  te.ll  in  one’s  career.  It  blunts  the 
sensibilities  ami  deadens  the  thinking  faeul- 
ties.  It  kills  ambition* and  the  finer  and 
more  delicate  instinct*  and  aspiration*  The 
whole  tendency  of  thn  cigarette  nicotine 
poison  ill  the  youth  is  to  arrest  development. 
It  is  fatal  to  all  normal  function*.  It  blights 
and  blasts  hpth  health  and  moral*.  It  not 
only  ruins  the  faculties,  but  in  some  instan- 
ce* unbalances  the  mind.  It  creates  abnor- 
mal appetite*,  discontent,  nervousness,  irri- 
tability. and,  in  many,  an  almost  irresisti- 
ble inclination  to  crime.  Iq  fact,  the  moral 
depravity  which  follow*  the  cigarette  habit 
is  appalling.  Lying,  cheating,  impurity,  loss 
of  moral  courage  and  manhood,  a complete 
dropping  of  life’s  standards  all  along  the 
line,  are  it*  general  results.”  Marden.

The  day  of  small  thing* 
is  never  to  lie  despised.  “This  church  still 
lives  and  has  given  preacher*,  member*  and 
money,  sometime*  all  three,  to  nearly  every 
Baptist  church  now  existing  in  Mexico.  -

Ood  saves 
us.  Init  we  work  out  our  salvation.  If 1 1 
work  out  my  own  field.  I must  have  a field 
to  work  out.  If  I work  out  my  own  salva- 
tion I must  have  a salvation  to  work  out. 
I don  t work  to  get  it.  or  keep  it,  but  in  or- 
der that  it  may  bear  fruit.  1 got  it  another 
wav  and  I keep  it  another  way. 

Paul  says:  ”Bv  grave  have  ye  been  saved 
through  faith  :and  that  not  of  yourselves; 
it  is  the  gift  of  God : not  of  works  that  no 
man  should  glory.  For  we  are  his  work- 
manship. created  in  Christ  Jesus  for  good 
works.”  Salvation  here  is  a gift.  The  cre- 
ation comes  first  then  good  works.  If  salva- 
tion is  a gift,  it  is  not  a process,  certainly  in 
which  wo  have  a part.  Our  only  part  is  to 
accept  that  which  God  gives  us  in  Christ. 
The  creation  ie  not  a proves*  certainly  >n 
which  we  have  a part.  The  creation  i*  in 
Christ  Jesus  and  is  a perfect  work.  Col.  2: 
9-10  says:  “For  in  him  d Wei  let  h all  the  ful- 
ness of  the  Godhead  bodily.  And  ye  are 
roniplctc  in  him.  etc.”  The  creation  is  an 
ideal  one.  We  arc  not  complete- in  ourselves 
but  in  Him.  We  shall  be  complete  in  our- 
selves when  we  awake  in  His  liekness,  hut 
not  before.  But  every  believer  Is  complete 
in  Him,  the  moment  he  bt-licves  on  him 
therefore  saved.  We  arc  saved  hy  the 
righteousness  of  God  ill  Christ.  '“Even  the 
righteousness  of  God  which  is  by  fnilli  of 
Jesus  ( ’hrtst  unto,  all  and  upon  all  them 
that  Ix-licvo.”  “Who  wns  dcivered  for  our 
offenses,  and  was  raised  again  for  our  justi- 
fication.”. The  righteonsnew  of  God  is 
wrought  out  in  Jesus  Christ  in  his  life, 
death  and  ressnrrection.  Your  character, 
however  good,  van  add  nothing  to  His 
righteousness.  Belief  was  reckoned  unto 
Abraham  for  righteousness,  that  »*c  simply 
believing  God  he  was  credited  with  God’s 
righteousness,  :Now  the  moment  we  believe 
on  Jesus  we  are  credited  with  the  rightdo- 
ing of  Jesus.  This  saves  us.  We  then  work 
for  Him  because  ’lie  has  worked  for  us. 
We  thus  have  an  inner  and  outer  motive 
for  work.  “The  love  of  Christ  const raineth 
us”  and  “his  seed  remnineth  in  him.” 
“lie  cannot  sin  because  he  is  horn  of  God.  ’ 
This  inner  man  is  perfect  nnd  cannot  sin. 
The  outer  of  fleshly  man  does  sin.  "Ie  we 
sav  we  have  no  sin.  we  deceive  ourselves, 
nnd  the  truth  is  not  in  us.”  Our  character 
is  tinged  with  the  outer  life,  hence  is  imper- 
fect. If  we  follow  our  inclination  wc  would 
he  perfect,  hut  this  wc  do  not.  nor  can  wc. 
The  inner  life  is  already  saved  not  more 
so  because  wrought  out  in  character.  The 
outer  life  of  flesh  is  corrupt  nnd  unsaved, 
nnd  will  he  until  the  resurrection  Paul 
mvk.  “waiting  for  the  adoption  to  wit  the  re- 
demption of  the  body.”  The  soul  is  saved, 
the  body  is  not.  All  the  outworking  of  the 
new  erention  can’t  change  or  redeem  the 
body.  But  we  have  the  “spirit  of  adoption." 
We  are  really  saved.  “In  whom  haring  also 
helieved.  ye  were  sealed  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  promise,  ifrhich  is  an  earnest  of  our  in- 
heritance unto  the  redemption  o fGod’s 
own  possession.  unto  the  praise  of 
his  glory.”  This  refers  to  the  resurrection 
of  the  bpdy.  We  are  saved  hy  hope  only 
with  reference  to  the  body.  We  know  we 
are  saved  when  we-trnst  Jesus.  Hope  has 
reference  most  usually,  if  not  nlwnys,  to  the 
resurrection.  “These  things  have  I written 
unto  yon  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  have 
eternal  life.’*

After  we  get  out 
of  tile  condemned  cell,  we  are  justified  by 
works,  not  in  order  to  get  out,  hut  being  out 
wc  go  to  work  for  Him  who  released  n*. 
and  are  justified  in  what  we  do.  That  ia 
what  James  means  hy  saying  Abraham  was 
justified  also  hy  works.  He  was  justified  by 
faith  that  saved.  When  out  of-  condemna- 
tion he  offered  Isaac  and  did  a good  work 
hy  which  he  was  justified,  hut  not  naved,  for 
lie  had  been  saved  >for  about  25  years  when 
he  offered  Isaac. 

“Not  by  works  done  in  righteousness, 
which  wc  did  ourselves,  but  according  in 
his  mercy  lie  saved  ua,  etc.”  He  saved  us. 
a work  completed  in  past  for  he  aavi-d  us.

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' Predestination  and  Pate.” 

By  K.  L.  Wesson. 

I got  almost  through  with  the  Confession 
in  my  last  article,  hut  a few  more  points 
need  to  be  touched  before  we  turn  to  the 
scriptures.  , . 

As  1 set*  it.  the  special  |hiint  of  trouble 
with  all  Calvinists  is  that  they  try  to  bring 
God's  dealings  with  the  souls  of  men  within 
tin*  compass  of  their  imperfect  comprehen- 
sion of  His  infinite  foreknowledge,  and  their 
limited  comprehension  forces  them  to  be- 
lieve that  “God  hath  decreed  in  himself 
from  nil  eternity,  by  the  most  wise  and 
holy  counsel  of  his  own  will,  freely  nnd  un- 
changeably, all  things  whatsoever  comes  to 
pass.” 

And  the  same  effort  to  figure  out  how  God 
must  have  done  to  nu-et  their  understanding 
of  what  His  foreknowledge  requires,  causes 
them  to  belieVe  that  “by  the  decree  of  God, 
for  the  manifestation  of  his  glory,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  to  thepraise  of  his  glorious 
grace:  others  being  left  to  net  in  their  sin 
to  their  just  condemnation,  to  the  praise  of 
his  glorious  justice.”  Tlu*  same  effort  to 
comprehend  the  foreknowledge  of  Jehovnh 
also  makes  them  believe  that  “These  men 
ami  angels  thus  predestinated  hud  foreor-* 
dained  an*  particularly  nnd  unchangeably 
designed,  and  their  number  *>  certain  and 
definite  that  it  cannot  be  either  increased  or 
diminished.”  And  this  belief  compels  them 
to  believe  that  God's  dealings  with  men  as 
to  salvation  nre  not  equal,  and  that  He 
draws  the  “elect”  effectually  by  His  grace, 
but  only  gives  the  non-elect  “some  common 
operations  of  His  Spirit"  nnd  that  they  are 
not  "effectually  drawn  by  the  Father,  tbere- 
fore  neither  will  nor  can  truly  come  to 
Christ,  and  therefore  eanot  be  saved  but 
must  be  damned  for  not  doing  what  they 
■ cannot  do.  But  as  I see  it.  such  doctrine 
dishonors  God.  contradicts  his  word,  and 
makes  all  beings,  both  bad  and  good,  simply 
fill  the  destiny  to  which  they  were  decreed, 
and  then  part  of  them  be  punished  for  doing 
it.  If  God ’a  unchangeably  decreed  from  nil 
eternity  all  things  whatsoever  comes  to 
pasa,”  that  means  both  bad  and  good,  there- 
thereforo  the  vilest  acts  nre  but  the  results 
of  the  decrees  of  God.  If  that  is  not  true  I 
cannot  understand  words. 

But  is  that  true?  If  an.  why  is  it  written 
“God  now  eommendeth  all  men  everywhere 
to  repent f”  It  is  a fact  that  all  men  do 
not  repent,  therefore,  according  to  the  Con- 
fession. He  decreed  that  some  should  not, 
for  lie  “decreed  whatsoever  cornea  to  pass”; 
why  then  .should  He  command  some  men  to 
do  what  He  before  decreed  they  should  not 
do?  Does  not  God'a  eommand  to  “all  men 
everywhere  to  repent”  imply  that  He  either 
wants  all  men  everywhere  to  repent,  or  els’* 
is  acting  deceitfully  with  part  of  them?  Why 
eommand  all  to  repent  unless  He  wants 
them  to  repent?  But  if  he  wants  them  all 
to  repent  why  does  He  “effectually  draw’’ 
some  and  just  give  to  others  “some  common 
o|ierations  of  the  spirit?”  If  we  say  that 
lie  “now”  wants  all  men  to  repent,  then 
eontes  the  question  why  did  He  then  decree 
that  all  men  should  obey  Ilis  eommand? 
Has  God  changed?  If  not,  then  either  the 
Confession  or  the  eommand  to  all  men 
everywhere  to  re|>ent”  is  wrong-  -and  I say 
it  is  the  Confession.  “Ix*t  God  be  true  and 
every  man  a liar.*’ — Rom.  3:4. 

Again,  does  not  God’s  command  to  “all 
men  everywhere  to  repent”  imply  that  nil 
either  have,  or  will  be  given,  the  ability  to 
repent?  A command  to  do  implies  ability 
to  do.  It  would  make  God  a mocking  tyrant 
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to  say  that  He  commands  men  to  do  what 
they  cannot  do  and  then  punishes  them  for 
not  doing  it.  But  the  Confession  says  of 
those  “left  to  net  in  their  sin  to  their  just 
'Condemnation,”  that,  “not  being  effectually 
drawn  by  the  Father,  they  neither  will  nor 
can  truly  come  to  Christ,  and  therefore  can- 
not Ik*  saved.”  Must  we  helicye  that  God 
will  m<K*k  a soul  by  commanding  tt  to  do 
what  it  ennnot  do  lN*caune  “not  effectually 
drawn  by  the  Father,"  and  then  damn  it 
because  it  dm**  not?

God'a  choice 
from  the  lM*giiming  was  to  save  "through 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  and  Itelief  of  the 
truth;"  if.  then,  all  are  by  nature  unable  to 
believe,  and  he  gives  to  some  enabling  grace, 
but  docs  not  give  that  grace  to  others,  must 
we  believe  that  He  will  damn  them  for  not 
doing  what  they  cannot  do?  Did  you  aay 
they  arc  already  condemned?  Yea.  tint  so 
were  all  the  rest,  even  "we  were  by  natup* 
•the  children  of  wrath,  even  aa  others”  Kpb. 
2:3.  We  inherited  our  lot  just  alike.  So 
helpless  is  the  condition* of  every  one  that 
Christ  said.  “No  man  can  conn*  unto  me,  ex- 
eept  the  Father  who  hath  sent  me  draw 
him"  John  f>:44-  -can  we  then  Itelieve  that 
God  knows  fully  our  helplessness,  would 
mock  such  poor,  helpless,  souls  by  command- 
ing them  to  do  what  they  cannot  do,  and 
then  punish  them  because  they  did  not  obey? 
Remember,  it  is  written  "He  how  command- 
eth  all  men  every  where  to  repent Acta 
17:30;  and  that  the  Confession  says  that 
some  “neither  will  nor  enn  truly  come  to 
Christ,  and  therefore  cannot  be  saved.” 

Of  the  condemned  ones  Jesus  said,  “He 
that  believe!^  not  is  condemned  already, 
because  he  bath  not  belieevd  in  the  name 
of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God"  John  3:18. 
Must  we  believe  that  God  would  condemn 
men  for  not  doing  what  they  cannot  do? 
Paul  speaks  of  Satan  bs  a deceiver  of  “them 
that  periah  because  they  received  not  the 
love  of  the  truth  that  they  might  be  saved,” 
nnd  said  “for  this  cause”  (that  is,  because 
they  received  not  the  love  of  the  truth) 
“God  shall  send  them  strong  delusion,  that 
they  should  believe  a lie;  that  they  all 
might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the  truth 
hut  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness”-  II 
Thcs.  2:9-12. 

Could  they  have  believed?  If  not  were 
they  to  blame  they  did  not  believe?  Think 
of  Got!  sending  delusions  to  a man  for  not 
doing  what  he  could  not  do.  In  another 
place  Paul  wrote.  “If  ottr  gospel  be  hid  it 
is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost : In  whom  th<* 
God  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the ‘minds 
of  them  who  believe  not.  lest  the  light  ef 
the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the 
image  of  God,  should  shine  unto  them"— 

II  Cor.  4 :3-4.  Did  God  decree  that  Satan 
should  do  that,  and  then  punish  him  for 
doing  it;  and  punish  the  blinded  souls  too? 

I may  be  “blinded”  myself,  but  it  does  seem 
to  me  that  every  word  in  the  Confession 
about  0<h1's  decrees  eontradiets  the  scrip- 
tures and  stultifies  Jehovah.

The  towns  and 
counties  that  have  driven  liquor  out  are 
all  proaperoua.  and  their  prosperity  has 
caused  a number  of  influential  men  who 
have  heretofore  op|M>sc<]  statutory  prohibi- 
tion to  change  their  minds  and  become  ad- 
vocates of  such  a law." 

A whiskey  sheet  dubbed  by  its  neighbor 
ns  a journalistic  “Bung  Hole”  has  this  to 
say : 

“Earl  Brewer  was  our  second  choice  for 
governor.  If  we  had  to  make  a third, 
fourth,  fifth  or  aix  choice,  we  would  not 
have  named  Noel.  We  would  not  have 
named  him  if  our  ehoiee  extended  from 
sixth  to  fifteenth,  or  even  further  than  that 
He  has  been  narrow  and  fanatical  during 
his  entire  public  life,  and  the  reference  to 
him  as  safe  and  Mine  was  absolutely  ridicu- 
lous.

“The  Catacombs”  are  a subter- 
ranean sepulere  about  three 
miles  from  Koine  in  the^  Appian 
Way,  a vast  number’ of  long  un- 
lerground  passages  about  three 
feet  wide  and  ten  feet  high.  On 
each  side,  in  niches,  were  depoait- 
‘•d  the  bodies  of  the  martyrs  and 
yarlv  Christians.  These  niches 
w«re  pImmh  1 with  tiles  or  slabs  of 
marble,  having  appropriate  in- 
scriptions on  them.  During  the 
persecution  by  Papal  Rome  the 
Christians  concealed  themselves 
in  these  eaves. 

The  curfew  bell  was  instituted 
by  King  William,  the  Norman 
Confuerer,  about  the  year  1080, 
A.  D.  At  8 o’clock  p.  m.,  ,the 
church  bells  rang  throughout 
England,  and  all  lights  were  ex- 
tinguished and  the  fires  raked  up 
and  covered  with  ashea,  and  the 
people  of  the  kingdom  retired  for 
lied.  This  rule  lasted  many  hun- 
dred years  after  the  passing  of 
William,  and  the  custom  was 
practiced  in  this  country  in  Eng- 
lish colonial  days,  and  in  many 
places  it  is  atil  practiced  in  New 
England  villages.—  Ex.
